Extending the time for the completion of the works under A.D. i«89 
certain Acts authorised to be executed within the River 
Suck Drainage District ; for providing money for defray- 
ing costs, charges, and expenses incurred by the drainage 
hoard for such district ; and for other purposes. 

W HEREAS by a Provisional Order dated the twenty-seyenth 
day of Pebruary one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
eight (in this Act called the Order of 1878 ”), and made by the 
Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland (in this Act called “ the 
5 Commissioners ”), in pursuance of the Drainage and Improvement 
of Lands Act (Ireland), 1863 (in this Act called “ the Act of 1863 ”), 
and the Acts amending the same and confirmed by the Drainage 
and Improvement of I^inds Supplemental Act (Ireland), 1878, the 
River Suck Drainage District (in this Act called “ the district ”) 

10 was constituted a separate drainage district : 

And whereas the time limited for the completion of the works 
by the Order of 1878 authorised cannot without the authority of 
Parliament be extended beyond the first day of January one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-two, and it being of great importance 
15 that such works be completed, and it being impracticable to com- 
plete the same by the first day of January one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-two in consequence of the difficulties attend- 
ing the execution thereof, it is expedient that a further extension 
of time for the completion of the said works be provided for by 
20 this Act ; 

And whereas sums of money are or ^vill be requix’ed to defray 
costs, charges, and expenses autliorised to be incurred by the drain- 
age board for the district (in this Act called “ the Board ”), and 
insufficient provision at present exists for the supply tliereof, and it 
25 is expedient that provision be made for supplying the same by free 
grants out of money provided by Parliament and by advances by 
[Bill 260.] A 
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way of loan by th.e Coixumasiouers out of money at tbe disposal ol’ 
tlie Commissioners for tlie purpose of loans, such advances being’ 
secured as in this Act provided : 

And whereas by the Uiver Suck Drainage Act, 1S80 (in this Act 
called “the Act of 1886 ”), seven members representing occupiers 5 
were added to the Board of twenty-one members representing pro- 
prietors as constituted under tbe Order of 1878, and it is expedient 
that the constitution of tbe Board be altered so as to consist of 
fourteen members representing proprietors and fourteen mcml.)ors 
representing occupiers, and that such raomhors be qualitiod and b^^ 10 
elected annually by persons qualittcd as in this Act provided : 

And whereas it is expedient that the Commissioners do divide the 
district into seven divisions, and that two of tlie fourteen members 
representing occupiers be elected for each of such divisions : 

And whereas the objects of this Act cannot be. ollV^ctcd without 15 
the authority of Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent j\Injc.sty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present ];*arliament assenrbicd, and 
hy tbe authority of the same, as follows ; 20 

1 . Tliis Act may be cited as the River Suck Drainage Act, 
1889. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, the follow- 
ing expressions and words shall have the meanings hereby assigned 

to them : — 25 

The expression “ the Lord Lieutenant ” includes the Lords 
Justices or any other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being. 

The expression “ the Treasury ” means the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasmy. 30 

The word “ person ” includes a body of persons corporate or not 
corporate. 

The words “ land ” and “ watercourse ” have respectively the 
meanings atteched thereto in tbe Act of 18C3. 

3 . The time limited by the Order of 1678 for the completion of 35 
the works thereby authorised, as extended by the Commissioners 
under the powder in that behalf conferred iipon them by the Act of 
1863, and further extended hy the Act of 1886, and further ex- 
tended hy the Commissioners under the power in that behalf 
conferred upon them hy the Act of 1886, is by this Act further 40 
extended to the first day of Jammy mie thmmi/nd eight hundred 
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and ninety-three loi* suck lulditioiial pwiod uot exceeding three A.D. ifi89. 
years as the Commissioners may by Order direct, and whieli Order 
tliey aro hereby authorised and empowered to grant, and the 
several ]>owers and privileges now in force relating to the district 
5 ;md the Board shall continue in force until the first day of January 
one thomand eight hundred end ninety-three, and until the expi- 
ration of any further period authorised by an Order made by the 
Commissioners in pursuance of this Act. 

4-. The Lord Lieutenant may by Order in Council declare that Declaration 
10 such baronies and townlands in the counties of Galway and Bos- 
conimoTi as arc in that behalf mentioned in the Order shall be 
deemed for the purposes of this Act to form the catchment area 
of the Biver Suck, and those baronies and townlands are in this Act 
referred to as the “ contributory area;” Provided that no barony 
15 or tow'nlancl shall be mentioned in such Order which shall, by 
Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council or otherwise, be included 
in the catchment area of the Biver Shannon under the provisions 
of any Act now or hereafter to be passed for the improvement of 
the drainage of lands witliin the said eatcliment area. 

20 5. The costs, charges, and expenses before or after the passing ProriBion of 

of this Act iiicuiTed hy the Board, and by the Act of 1863 and the 
Acts amending the same authorised to be defrayed by the Board, 
shall be defrayed in the following manner ; (tliat is to say,) 

(1.) A part of such costs, charges, and expenses shall be defrayed 
25 O’til of money provided hy Parliament as a free grrnt to an 
amount not exceeding in the whole fifty thousand pounds ; 

(2.) The Commissioners may from time to time, with the consent 
of the Ti-easury, out of money at their disposal for the pmpose 
ol' loans make advances hy way of loan to the Board for the 
30 puiTiose of defraying such costs, charges, and expenses to an 
amount which, together with the amoimt of advances made 
hy them by way of loan to the Board before the passing of 
this Act, shall not exceed in the whole one hundred and 
fifteen thousand pounds on the securities hereafter in this Act 
35 mentioned ; 

and eveiy sum from time to time appropriated for the purpose of 
defraying any part of such costs, charges, and expenses shall be 
so provided and advanced in such manner as the Treasury may 
direct. 

40 6. The repayment with interest of the sums advanced by way of Secunties 

loan by the Commissioners to the Board in pursuance of the Act 
[260.] A 2 
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of 1863 and the Acts amending the same or of this Act shall bo 
secured in the manner followbg : 

(a.) The sum of thirteen thousand poiinds shall be secured, in the 
manner provided by tliis Act, upon the county cess of the 
baronies and townlands in the contributory are<a. 5 

(5.) A further sum shall be secured, in the mariner provided by 
this Act, by an annuity charged upon the interests of the 
occupiers in the lands specially benefited (herein-after referred 
to as “the occupiers’ annuity”). 

({?.)■ The remainder of the sums advanced shall be secured, in the 10 
manner provided by this Act, upon the lands specially benefited 
and the tovmlands of wliich such lands form part (hcrcin-after 
refeixed to as “the proprietors’ annuity ”). 

7. When from time to time an advance by way of loan is made 

by the Commissioners in pui’suancc of this Act, the repayment of 15 
so much thereof, but not exceeding in the whole thirteen thousand 
fov/tids, as the Commissioners shall determine, shall be a charge 
upon the county cess of the baronies and townlands liable to con- 
tribute to such repayment, which charge shall commence to be paid 
at the times provided by this Act. 20 

8. Trom the date of each advance the county ccss of the said 
baronies and townlands shall be charged with the payment to the 
Commissioners of an annuity of four and a half per cent, on the 
portion of the advance charged on the county cess of those baronies 
and townlands respectively by the Commissioners under this Act, 25 
and the annuity shall be payable for forty years, and shall be paid 

by equal half-yearly payments on such days as the Commissioners 
shall direct. The annuity shall be paid by means of an addition to 
the county cess levied from time to time in the said baronies and 
townlands. 30 

9. As soon as conveniently may be after the works have been 
completed , or before their completion if the Treasury so direct, the 
Commissioners shall prepare a draft award in wliich they shall set 
forth the total amount of the proprietors’ annuity, and by means of 
schedules to the said award the several particulars specified in the 35 
Tirst and Second Schedules respectively to this Act, and shall also 
set forth such other matters and things as to the Commissioners 
shall seem fit and proper : Provided, however, that the annuity by 
the said award declared- to be charged upon the interest of the 
occupier in any portion of land shall be, but shall not exceed, the 40 
increase in the annual value thereof resulting from such works, and 
that the total annuity by the said award declared to he chai*ged 
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upon tlio lauds specially heueiited and the townlands ol' which 
siicli lands form part shall he of such amount as will repay witli 
interest as provided by tlus Act the remainder of the sums 
advanced by way of loan by the Commissioners to the Board in 
5 pursuance oi‘ the Act of 1863 and the Acts nmending the same or 
of this Act, after deducting the said sum of tliirtebn tliomand 
pounds and the value of the occupiers’ annvdty. 

10. When such draft award as aJ'oresaid shall liavc been pre- 
pared the Coinmissioucrs shall cause a copy thereof to bo deposited 
10 Avith tlic clerk of each of the several unions wherein the lands 
draincid and improved, or any part thereof, may he situated, and 
such clerks of unions arc hereby authorised and required to receive 
the same, and the Coraniissionei’s shall cause notice of such lodg- 
ment to be inserted in one or more of the newspapers usually 
15 circulated in the coiiutics or districts in which such several unions 
arc situated once in each week for three successive weeks ; and the 
Commissioners shall also in. such notice require all persons being 
occupiers or proprietors of lands chai-ged who may desire to object 
to such award to lodge their objections at such time and place as 
20 shall be therein specihed, and they shall also in the said notice state 
that they Avill proceed to hear aird inquire into any objections 
Avhich may bo lodged at such time and place, or times and places, 
as shall in such notice he named.

11, The Commissioners or 07ic of them sliall attend at such time commia- 
25 and place, or times and places, so appointed, and shall examine into »ionera or 

the matter of any objections to the award which shall have been examine 

lodged within the time specified iu such notice as aforesaid, and objcc- 

shall hear all proper evidence relative thereto, and may adjoiun 
such attendance from time to time, and shall make such alteration 
30 as may to them seem proper and finally settle said award. : Pro- 
vided always, that the whole amount, together with interest at three 
and a quarter per centum on advances made by the Commissioners 
to the Board, whether before or after the passing of this Act, 
calculated from the respective dates of such advances, and by tliis 
35 Act directed to bo charged on lands, shall, notwithstanding any 
alteration, which on the hearing of any such objections it may be 
deemed proper to make, be so charged. 

12. The several lands and the interests of the occupiers iu the Lands to 

several lands, as the case may be, mentioned in the said award shall . 

40 from the date thereof become charged with the payment to Her °vith^rCTU 
Majesty of an annual rentcharge of four pounds ten shillings for charge, 
every one hundred pounds charged on the said lands respectively, 
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and .so in proportion for every lesser amount to be payable I’or the 
term ai forty years, such renteliarge to be paid by equal half-yearly 
payments on first day of May and the first day of Noveniher in 
every year, the first of such paymeiits to be made on the first of 
such days which shall happen after the date of the said award. 6 

13. Any sum from time to time due on account of any occupiers’ 
annuity charged under this Act shall be payable by the person 
occupying the premises at the time the payment is demanded, 
aUhough such person did not occupy tlie same at the time such 
sum became due, and any sum from time to time due on account 10 
of any proprietors’ annuity charged under this Act shall be payable 

by the person being proprietor of tlie premises at the time the 
payment is demanded, although such person was not proprietor of 
tlie same at the time such sum became due, provided that no 
proceedings shall be commenced for the mcovery of any sum in 15 
arrear against any pei*son not primarily liable to pay the same after 
the expiration of two years from the date when such sum became 
due. 

An y annuity payable under this Act or any ]uu.’t thereof may at 
any time be redeemed by the person for the time being liable to 20 
pay the same on such teims as may be agreed on by the Commis- 
sioners with the consent of the Treasury. 

Any annuity payable under this Act shall be paid to the Com- 
missioners or to such peraons and in such manner as the Ti'casui'y 
may from time to time appoint. 25 

Without prejudice to other remedies every annuity payable 
under this Act shall be recoverable by the Commissioners in 
manner in which rentchai'ges in lieu of tithes are recoverable 
in Ireland subject to this qualification, that tlie Civil Bill Court of 
the county in which the lands charged with the annuity, or any 30 
part of such, lands, are situate, shall have jmisdiotion to heai’ and 
determine cases where the amount claimed does not exceed fifty 
;pounds, and a certificate purporting to be under the common seal of 
the Commissioners shall, until the contrary is proved, bo con- 
clusive evidence that the amount of any annuity or arrears of 35 
aimuity stated therein to be due under this Act from any person 
named therein is due to the Commissioners from that person. 

A portion of land chargeable with an annuity under the said 
award shall not, in consequence of its being so chargeable, be 
exempt from grand jury cess assessed in pursuance of this Act. 4,0 

14. Every such annuity charged upon lands shall take priority 
of all charges and incumbrances whatsoever and whensoever made. 
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and of all rent payable out of tUo said lauds, save and except quit A.D. 1889. 
rents aud rentcliarges in lieu of tithes, and also save all charges — 
prior in dntc (if any) created under the authority or provisions of 
any Act of Parliament heretoi’oro passed.

15. The thirty-ninth, fortieth, forty-ninth, fiftieth, fifty-second, incorpora- 
and fifty-third sections of the Act of the tenth year of the reign of °®*'- 
Her pi'(!seut Majesty, chapter thirty-two, intituled an Act to facilitate oMO Viet. 
the impi'oveureut of laudi^d property in Ireland, as uineuded by any •=. 32. for 
other Act, shall, so far as they respectively are not iuconsistent rentclfarge^ 
with any of the provisions of this Act, be deemed to be incorporated 
in this ilct, save that every act in any of the said sections directed 
to bo done by or to the Payumater of Civil Service shall be done by 


or to the Commissioneis, aud shall be as elfectual to all intents aud 
purposes as any such Act would liave been if done -by or to the 
Paymaster under the provisions of tlie said first-mentioned Act. 
In the said sections references to an owner of lands shall, where 
necessary, be construed as if they were references to the occupier 


of such lauds. 


16. So long tis any occupiers’ annuity charged by virtue ot this ImproTe- 
20 -A-ct shall remain cliargcxl any increase in the value of the land ^ 

upon tlie occupier’s interest in which the same is charged wliicli exdndeil 
shall have resulted from the execution of wurks by the Board shall

be excluded in ascertaining the value of such land for the purpose 44 & 45 Vict. 
of fixing a judicial rent therefor under the Land Law (Ireland) 

25 Act, 1881, and any Act amending the same. 

17. — (1.) The Board with a view to maintaining and keeping in MainteDauce 
repair the works executed undei- and for the purposes of the Order 

of 1S78, whether executed before or after the passing of this Act, 
may from time to time cleanse, repair, enlarge, and otherwise place 
30 and maintain in a due state of efiicienoy any watercourse or outfall 
for water, or any wall, embankment, dam, weir, or defence against 
water, or do any other act for the purpose of maintaining in a due 
state of efficiency any work required to be so maintained for any of 
the said purposes. 

35 (2.) Any amount from ti me to time certified by the Board under 

their common seal to be required to meet the expenses of the main- 
tenance and repair of the said works shall be charged upon the 
lauds specially benefited, and, by order under the common seal of 
the Board, be apportioned amongst such lands. 

40 (3») Tlie maintenance chai*ge payable under this section shall be 

payable to and be collected by the Commissioners on behal f of the 
Board in the same manner as the proprietors’ annuity clmrged 
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A..D. 1889. upon such lands, and the Commissionei’s shall have the same ]}owei*s 
of recovering a sum for maintonanco cliarge. and the cei'tifieatc of 
the Board in relation thereto shall have the same ctVcct as ii’ such 
sum ■were pai*t of the said annuity. 

(4.) Sums may he from time to time charged under tliis section, 5 
either prospectively for the payment of future’: expenses, or 
retrospectively for the payment oJ' expenses incurred at any time 
within six months before such sums respoctiv('ly arc certiiied by 


the Board to be required. 

(5.) The provisions of this section concerning the maintenance oi’ 10 
works are in addition to and not in derogation of tlu* provisions of 


29 & 30 Viet, the Drainage Maintenamuj Act, ISOC, and the twelfth and subse- 
quent sections of that Act relative' to advances and chiivgi's and 


other matters shall apply so far as is consistent with the tenor 
thereof, and all charges created under the said sections shall ho 15 
payable by the same persons and in tlu5 .same ])i'opoi‘lions as other 
maintenance char-ges imdei- this Act.

18. — (1.) Bor the pm-pose of recovering from the grand jury of 
any county any sum paynblo oul. of rlic county eoss of that county 
in pureuance of this Act, the Commissioners may from time to time 20 
send to the secretary of the grand jury of such county a eertificato 
.specifying the amount to be levied in any part of the county in 
respect of the said sum ; and in case tlie sum so sp('cifie,d in any 
such certificate is payable by instalments, the certificate shall also 
specify the number of instalments and tlic amount of each instalment 25 
payable by any part of such county. 

(2.) Any such certificate purporting to be under the common 
seal of the Commissioners shall, until the contrary is proved, be 
conclusive evidence of all matters necessaryto autliorisc the making 
of it. ' 30 

(3.) Upon any sucli certificate being sent to the secretary of the 
grand jury, the gi-and jmy at the next and every succeeding assizes, 
until the sum therein specified as aforesaid has lieen fully paid, shall, 
without any previous ^ proceeding at any presentment sessions, 
pi-esent any amount for the time being due or falling due before 35 
tlie then next assizes on account of the said sum as specified in the 
said certificate ; and if the grand jury make default in presenting 
such amount as aforesaid the judge of assize shall order the amount 
to be raised ; and the Order shall have the force of a presentment, 
and the amount shall be applotted and raised and levied uccordingl'v, 40 
as if the same liad been inserted in a presentment duly made at 
such assizes. 
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(4.) The secretary ol‘ the grand jury shall within one month after A.D. 1889. 
the date of any such presentment or Order as aforesaid send notice — 
thereof to the Commissioners. 

19. Every final award imposing a charge under this Act, with EnrolmeuL 
6 proper schedules, map, or plan describing the lands to which such 
final awai'd relates, shall he enrolled in the Consolidated Eecord and 
"Writ Office of the High Court of Justice in Ireland, and when so 
enrolled shall be binding and conclusive on all parties, and a copy 
thereof certified by tlie proper officer of the said offi.ee shall be 
10 evidence that it was duly made and that all the requisitions of the 
law in relation thereto were complied with ; and the Commissioners 
shall, within one month after an awai’d is settled, cause the same to 
bo piinted and kept for public sale at a price not exceeding two 
shillmgs and six2>ence for each copy. 

15 20. The amount charged on any security in pursuance of this Interest from 

Act shall include interest on the sum actually advanced, at the rate 
of three and a quarter per centum per annum from the actual date cummencc- 
of the advance to the date of the commencement of the respective 
annuities payable in respect of that amount, and the annuities 
20 respectively shall be of such amount as may be necessary for that 
purpose. 

21. A justice shall be not be disqualified from acting in any case Eemoval of 
arising under this Act by reason only of his being, as one of .several 
ratepayers or as one of any other class of persons, liable in common justices. 

25 with the others to contribute to or be benefited by any rate or pay- 
ment or fund out of wliich any expenses of carrying the Order of 
1878, the Act of 1880, or this Act into effect are to be defrayed. 

22. The liability of any person to defray or contribute towards Saving of 

the expense of making, completing, altering, repairing, or maintain- to 

30 ing any sewer or drain or any walls or works for protecting any repair, 
land against the force or encroachments of any river, or doing any 
other work within the contributory area, shall continue, and the 
same may be enforced as if this Act had not been passed. 

23. No award in any arbitration to which the Board were parties Power to 
35 made by any arbitrator appointed under the twenty-third section of 

the Act of 1863 and a traverse against which was tried before the works autho- 
passing of this Act and no verdict delivered before the passing of 
this Act, upon the trial of a traverse against any such award, shall, ibts nou 
after the passing of this Act, be enforced without the consent of 
40 the Commissioners ; and the Board may, subject to the Act of awards, &c. 
1863 and the Acts amending the same, make and execute any 
[260.] B 
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works authorised by the Order of 1878 or such deviations tlierofrom 
as the Commissioners shall from time to time approve in aU respects 
as if no such award had been made or verdict delivered. 

Provided always, that where the Commissioners shall withhold, 
their consent to such enforcement all persons who wore parties to 5 
any arbitration in which any sucli award as aforesaid was made or 
to any traverse of any such award upon the trial of which any sucli 
verdict as aforesaid was delivered shall have the same rights in all 
rcAspects as they had under the Act of 1863 and the Acts amending 
the same or otherwise before proceeding to any such arbitration, 10 
and as if no such award had been made or verdict delivered. 

24. — (1.) All persons members of the Board at the parsing of 
this Act shall continue in office imtil the tUrty-jirst day of December 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, and until that date 
shall severally have and be subject to all the same or the like 15 
powers, functions, duties, privileges, obligations, disabilities, and 
disqualifications as at the passing of the Act they severally shall 
have or be subject to. 

(2.) All persons members of the Board at passing of this Act 
shall vacate their offices on the thirty-first day of December one 20 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, and all members of the 
Board who shall be elected under this Act shall vacate their offices 
on the thwty-first day of December in each succeeding year. 

(3.) In the month of Janumy one thousand eight hundred and 
nmety, and in every subsequent year, elections shall he held for 25 
twenty-eight members of the Board in the places of the members 
who shall have vacated their offices as aforesaid. 

(4.) The days, hours, and places on and at which the elections 
are to be held shall be appointed by the Board ; and notice of every 
such appointment shall be published by the Board, and such, puhli- 30 
cation shall be completed as to each election not less tlian seven 
clear days before the day appointed for that election. 

(5.) Every member of the Board vacating his office shall, if 
qualified, be re-eligible, and if at any time when an election of 
members of the Board ought to take place the places of any mem- 36 
hers vacating their offices are not filled up, the members vacating 
their offices whose places are not filled up sliall, if qualified, continue 
in office until the succeeding year. 

(6.) Any casual vacancy occurring in the members of the Board 
maybe filled up by the Board; hut any person so chosen shall 40 
retain his office so long only as the vacating member would have 
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retained tlie same if no vacancy had occurred, and shall be qualified A.D. iks 9. 
in the same manner as the vacating member. ' 

(7.) During any vacancy in the members of the Board the con- 
tinuing members of the Board shall act as if such vacancy had not 
5 occurred. 

(8.) Any lierson who acts as a member of the Board without 
being qualified shall incur a penalty not exceeding ■poimds,Q.-n^ 
in any proceeding for the recovery of such penalty the burden of 
piuving qualification shall be upon the person against whom such 
10 proceeding is taken. 

(9.) iVll acts done at any meeting of the Board, or of any com- 
mittee of tlie Board, or by any person acting as a member of the 
Board, shall, notwithstanding it may be afterwards discovered that 
there w'as some defect in the election or appointment of any member 
16 or members of the Board, or that any member or members so 
elected or appointed was or were disqualified, be as valid as if every 
such pci'son had been duly elected or appointed, and was qualified 
to he a member. 

25. Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Board may from Bjeiaws for 
20 time to time, by byelaws, regulate the mode of conducting the 

elections, and determine who shall be entitled to vote at such 
elections. 

26. Prom and after the thirty-first day of December one thou- Future con- 
sand eight hundred and ninety , the Board shall consist of fourteen 

25 members to represent proprietors, and fourteen members to repre- 
sent occupiers, and such members respectively shall be qualified 
and elected in accordance with the provisions of thm Act. 

27. — (1-) The qualification of a member to represent proprietors Qualification 
shall be the same as that prescribed by the Act of 1863 and the 

30 Order of 1878 in respect of members of the Board. to represent 

(2.) The electors for the members to represent proprietors shall proprietors, 
be all persons qualified as in the said Act and Order provided to be 
elected members of the Board. 

28. — (1-) The qualification of a member to represent occupiers Qualiflcatiou 
35 shall be that he shall be an occupier of land shown by any schedule, 

map, or plan referred to in the Order of 1878 as land] to be drained to represent 
or improved (herein-after referred to as “ improved land ”). occupiers. 

(2.) The electors for the members to represent occupiers shall be 
all persona qualified as in this section provided to be elected

29. — (1.) The Commissioners shall forthtvith after the peming of 
this Act divide the area of the improved lands into such seven divi- 
sions as they see fit, and thereafter at each election of momhers of the 
Board to represent occupiers two of such members shall he elected 
to represent each of such divisions, the electors for each division 6 
being the persons qualified under this Act to vote at such election 
in respect of the occupation of any improved land within the limits 
of that division. 

(2.) Each such elector shall ho entitled to vote according to the 
scale contained in the eighty-firet section of the Act of the session 10 
of the first and second years of the reign of Her present Majesty, 
chapter fifty-six, intituled An Act for tlie more elfectual relief of 
the destitute poor in Ireland, as amended by any other Act or Acts, 
as if such division were a Poor Law tTnion, and as if such elector 
wei'e a ratepayer in respect of such improved land within the 15 
moaning of the said section. 

30. The rules as to election of members of Drainage Boards set 
forth in the schedule to the Act of 1863 shall, so far as applicable, 
and subject to the provisions of this Act, apply mutatis mutandis 

to the elections of members of the Board elected under this Act. 20 

31. So far as any of the provisions of this Act are inconsistent 
with any of the provisions of the Act of 1863, the Order of 1878, 
or the Act of 1886, the provisions of this Act shall prevail. 

32. All costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to the 
preparing for obtaining and passing this Act or otherwise in rela- 25 
tion thereto shall be deemed expenses incidental to the execution 

of the works authorised by the Order of 1878, and shall be defrayed 
by the Board accordingly.
